Commenting on the recent 
misunderstanding on Goat word 
Lane council leader CUr I/mim 
M rKinlay said “The council 
treats complainants in plan/atif 
enforcement cases very seriously 
and will send out an officer to 
investigate if It is appropriate * 
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A 14- YEAR-OLD boy was in court this 
week on an assault charge after 
attacking a fellow pupil on school 
grounds. 

The child - who we cannot be 
named for legal reasons - was ori- 
ginally charged with wounding or 
inflicting grievous bodily harm fol- 
lowing the attack, which took place at 
the school on March 31 this year He 
had pleaded not guilty 

However, before the three-day hear- 
ing was due to start at Basildon Youth 
Court on Wednesday last week, the 


boy pleaded guilty to a significantly 
reduced charge of a section four pub- 
lic order offenca 

As the boy was tried in a youth 
court, we cannot even identify the 
Brentwood borough school which he 
attended when the assault took 
place.
